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COMMENTARY 


First Estimates(1) — January 1976 


Seasonally-adjusted, the first estimate of the Canada industrial 
nposite(2) index of employment (1961 =100) showed a 0.3% 
rease from December to January. Gains in forestry, manufacturing, 
Asportation, communication and other utilities, trade and service 
et losses in the remaining industry divisions. 


Unadjusted for seasonal variations, average weekly earnings 
2 2.5% at the Canada industrial composite level in January (on a 
sonally-adjusted basis, this represented a 0.3% rise). Increases in 
2stry, mining, manufacturing, construction, trade and service more 
n offset losses in the other two industry divisions.

Preliminary Data(1) — December 1975 


ployment (Sseasonally-adjusted) 


| Preliminary data for December 1975 showed a 2.1% rise in the 


jada industrial composite employment index. Employment in 
isportation, communication and other utilities jumped 8.7% reflec- 
» the resolution of the industrial dispute in the post office. Increases 
‘mployment were also recorded in both the building and engineer- 
/}components of construction; there were widespread increases in 
non-durable goods (particularly food and beverages) and durable 
ids components of manufacturing. Service, trade, mining, and 
nce insurance and real estate also registered employment gains. 
estry employment showed a decrease of 5.3%. 


Earnings and Hours 


_ Seasonally-adjusted, average weekly earnings rose 1.6% at the 
iada industrial composite level; all regions and all industry 
sions, except forestry, and transportation, communications and 
r utilities recorded gains. 

_ Unadjusted for seasonal variations, average weekly earnings 
lined 0.1% to $211.21 reflecting decreases in all regions and all 
istry divisions except trade, service and finance insurance and real 
te. Decreases in construction, manufacturing and forestry gener- 
reflected the decrease of hours paid associated with the December 
day season. The drop in earnings for transportation, communica- 
and other utilities mainly reflected the increased employment in 
post office, where earnings are lower than the industry division 
rage. 


Average weekly hours of houly-rated wage-earners decreased 
hours to 37.7 in manufacturing, 1.1 hours to 39.5 in mining, and 
hours to 35.6 in construction. Average hourly earnings increased 
‘nts in manufacturing to $4.78, and 3 cents in mining to $6.98; and 
re was a 26 cent drop in construction to $7.93.

Industrial Composite is the sum of all industries with the exception 
of agriculture, fishing and trapping, education and related 
services, health and welfare services, religious organizations, 
private households and public administration and defence. All 
statistics are based on returns received from employers having 
twenty(20) or more employees in any month of the year. 


OBSERVATIONS 


Premiéres estimations(1) — Janvier 1976 


La premiere estimation désaisonnalisée de l’indice composite(2) de 
Vemploi dans les activités économiques du Canada (1961 = 100) indique 
une augmentation de décembre a janvier. Des gains dans le forestage, les 
manufactures, les transports, les communications et autres services publics, 
et dans le commerce et les services ont effacé les pertes observées dans les 
autres divisions de |’activité économique. 


Les gains hebdomadaires moyens non désaisonnalisés, au niveau de 
l’ensemble des activités économiques du Canada, ont augmenté de 2.5% en 
janvier (désaisonnalisés, ces chiffres représentent une hausse de 0.3%). Des 
augmentations dans le forestage, les mines, les manufactures, la construc- 
tion, le commerce et les services ont plus que compensé les diminutions 


notées dans les deux autres divisions de |’activité économique. 
Données provisoires(1) — Décembre 1975 


Emploi (chiffres désaisonnalisés) 


Les données provisoires pour décembre 1975 indiquent une pro- 
gression de 2.1% de |’indice composite de l’emploi dans les activités 
économiques du Canada. L’emploi dans les transports, les communications 
et autres services a grimpé de 8.7%, ce qui traduit le reglement du comflit 
de travail dans les postes. On a également observé une augmentation de 
l’emploi dans les deux composantes de la construction, soit le batiment et 
le génie civil; il y a eu des progressions généralisées dans les composantes 
des biens non durables (particuli¢rement les aliments et boissons) et des 
biens durables des manufactures. Quant aux branches des services, du 
commerce, des mines et des finances, assurances et immeuble, elles ont 
également enregistré des gains de |’emploi. Par contre, |’emploi dans le 
forestage a accusé une baisse de 5.3%. 


Gains et heures de travail 


Les gains hebdomadaires moyens, désaisonnalisés, au niveau de 
ensemble des activités économiques du Canada ont progressé de 1.6%; 
toutes les régions et toutes les divisions de l’activité économique, a 
l'exception du forestage et des transports, communications et autres 
services publics, ont connu des hausses. 


Les gains hebdomadaires moyens, non désaisonnalisés, ont fléchi 
de 0.1% pour s’établir 4 $211.21, en raison des baisses observées dans 
toutes les régions et dans toutes les divisions d’activité sauf le commerce, 
les services et les finances, assurances et immeuble. Les baisses notées dans 
la construction, les manufactures et le forestage étaient généralement 
attribuables a la diminution du nombre d’heures de travail rémunéré 
pendant la période des Fétes. Quant a la régression des gains dans les 
transports, communications et autres services publics, elle provenait, en 
grande partie, de |’augmentation de l’emploi dans les postes, ou les gains 
sont inférieurs a la moyenne pour |’ensemble de la division. 


Le nombre moyen d’heures hebdomadaires travaillees par des 
ouvriers payés a l’heure a diminué pour se fixer a 37.7 dans les manufactu- 
res (-1.3 heure) 4 39.5 dans les mines (-1.1 heure) et a 35.6 dans la 
construction (-4.2 heures). Par ailleurs, les gains hebdomadaires moyens 
ont monté de 8 cents dans les manufactures pour atteindre $4.78 et de 3 
cents dans les mines pour se fixer a $6.98: on a toutefois observé une baisse 
de 26 cents dans la construction, ce qui s’est traduit par des gains 
hebdomadaires moyens de $7.93.

Emploi 


Les données sur l’emploi représentent tous les salariés inscrits aux 
registres de paye des unités de déclaration au cours de la période de 
référence. Le concept des salariés exclut les propriétaires actifs ou partenai- 
res d’entreprises non constituées en corporation, les membres des conseils 
d’administration qui ne travaillent pas dans l’entreprise, les travailleurs 


and persons providing services to an establishment on the basis of a 
contract for services. Counted as employed, therefore, are all wage- 
earners and salaried employees who are paid for their services or are 
on paid absence during the reference period, except for casual 
employees working less than seven hours in the pay period. Regular 
part-time employees are treated as employed regardless of the number 
of hours worked during the pay period. 


For example, an employee working for a part of the reference 
period and unemployed or on strike for the rest, is counted as 
employed. Employees not receiving pay for the entire reference period 
because of strike or as a consequence of a strike, or those persons on 
leave without pay, are not included among the employed. 


W age-earners 


Wage-earners are defined by occupation rather than by the 
method of payment. They are those employees engaged in actual 
production and related operations, including maintenance, warehouse 
and delivery staffs, security staff, routemen, driver-salesmen, sales 
clerks in retail stores, waitresses, and working foremen performing 
functions similar to those of the employees whom they supervise, etc. 
Wage-earners may be paid a fixed monthly amount or on the basis of 
hours worked. The survey covers all wage-earners regardless of the 
method of payment and average weekly wages are computed for all. 
However, derivations of average weekly hours and average hourly 
earnings are based only upon data for wage-earners for whom hours 
data are available. 


Salaried Employees 


Salaried employees constitute executive, administrative, super- 
visory, technical and professional personnel, commission agents, and 
travelling salesmen directly responsible to the administration, as well 
as general office, clerical and related workers in the office and plant. 
In addition, working directors of incorporated businesses are included 
in this category. 


Earnings 


Earnings of wage-carners and salaried employees represent 
gross pay for the week, before deductions for taxes, unemployment 
insurance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes salaries, straight time 
wages, piecework and regular commission earnings, regularly paid 
incentive, cost of living and other bonuses, overtime earnings and 
payments to persons absent with pay in the survey week. The payroll 
concept does not include supplementary labour costs such as employ- 
ers’ contributions to unemployment insurance, medical plans, Work- 
men’s Compensation and other welfare plans, nor does it include the 
cost of equipment, the value of room and board, compensation in 
kind, travelling expenses, retirement gratuities, bonuses paid at 
irregular and infrequent intervals or directors’ fees. 


The term ‘‘earnings”’ is used to denote the total of weekly 
wages of the wage-earners and salaries of the salaried employees. The 
publications prior to March 1971 contained this combined data 
entitled ‘“‘Average Weekly Wages and Salaries’. These data are 
comparable with ‘‘Average Weckly Earnings” of total employees in

En méme temps, la Section prépare 
des deuxiémes estimations pour le mois qui précéde le mois le plus récent, 
et des troisi¢mes estimations pour le mois qui précéde celui-la. Ces deux 
dernicres estimations sont de meilleure qualité que les premieres en raison 
de la disponibilité d’un plus grand nombre de réponses (d’habitude 65% 
pour les deuxiémes estimations et 75% pour les troisi¢mes ). Par cons¢quent, 
la présente publication contient tous les détails pour ces deux mois.

contract for services. Counted as employed, therefore, are all wage- 
earners and salaried employees who are paid for their services or are 
on paid absence during the reference period, except for casual 
employees working less than seven hours in the pay period. Regular 
part-time employees are treated as employed regardless of the number 
of hours worked during the pay period. 


For example, an employee working for a part of the reference 
period and unemployed or on strike for the rest, is counted as 
employed. Employees not receiving pay for the entire reference period 
because of strike or as a consequence of a strike, or those persons on 
leave without pay, are not included among the employed. 


Wage-earners 


Wage-earners are defined by occupation rather than by the 
method of payment. They are those employees engaged in actual 
production and related operations, including maintenance, warehouse 
and delivery staffs, security staff, routemen, driver-salesmen, sales 
clerks in retail stores, waitresses, and working foremen performing 
functions similar to those of the employees whom they supervise, etc. 
Wage-earners may be paid a fixed monthly amount or on the basis of 
hours worked. The survey covers all wage-earners regardless of the 
method of payment and average weekly wages are computed for all. 
However, derivations of average weekly hours and average hourly 
earnings are based only upon data for wage-earners for whom hours 
data are available. 


Salaried Employees 


Salaried employees constitute executive, administrative, super- 
visory, technical and professional personnel, commission agents, and 
travelling salesmen directly responsible to the administration, as well 
as general office, clerical and related workers in the office and plant. 
In addition, working directors of incorporated businesses are included 
in this category. 


Earnings 


Earnings of wage-earners and salaried employees represent 
gross pay for the week, before deductions for taxes, unemployment 
insurance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes salaries, straight time 
wages, piecework and regular commission earnings, regularly paid 
incentive, cost of living and other bonuses, overtime earnings and 
payments to persons absent with pay in the survey week. The payroll 
concept does not include supplementary labour costs such as employ- 
ers’ contributions to unemployment insurance, medical plans, Work- 
men’s Compensation and other welfare plans, nor does it include the 
cost of equipment, the value of room and board, compensation in 
kind, travelling expenses, retirement gratuities, bonuses paid at 
irregular and infrequent intervals or directors’ fees. 


The term ‘‘earnings”’ is used to denote the total of weekly 
wages of the wage-earners and salaries of the salaried employees. The 
publications prior to March 1971 contained this combined data 
entitled ‘“Average Weekly Wages and Salaries’. These data are 
comparable with ‘‘Average Weekly Earnings”’ of total employees in

Emploi

earners and salaried employees who are paid for their services or are 
on paid absence during the reference period, except for casual 
employees working less than seven hours in the pay period. Regular 
part-time employees are treated as employed regardless of the number 
of hours worked during the pay period. 


For example, an employee working for a part of the reference 
period and unemployed or on strike for the rest, is counted as 
employed. Employees not receiving pay for the entire reference period 
because of strike or as a consequence of a strike, or those persons on 
leave without pay, are not included among the employed. 


Wage-earners 


Wage-earners are defined by occupation rather than by the 
method of payment. They are those employees engaged in actual 
production and related operations, including maintenance, warehouse 
and delivery staffs, security staff, routemen, driver-salesmen, sales 
clerks in retail stores, waitresses, and working foremen performing 
functions similar to those of the employees whom they supervise, etc. 
Wage-earners may be paid a fixed monthly amount or on the basis of 
hours worked. The survey covers all wage-earners regardless of the 
method of payment and average weekly wages are computed for all. 
However, derivations of average weekly hours and average hourly 
earnings are based only upon data for wage-earners for whom hours 
data are available. 


Salaried Employees 


Salaried employees constitute executive, administrative, super- 
visory, technical and professional personnel, commission agents, and 
travelling salesmen directly responsible to the administration, as well 
as general office, clerical and related workers in the office and plant. 
In addition, working directors of incorporated businesses are included 
in this category. 


Earnings 


Earnings of wage-earners and salaried employees represent 
gross pay for the week, before deductions for taxes, unemployment 
insurance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes salaries, straight time 
wages, piecework and regular commission earnings, regularly paid 
incentive, cost of living and other bonuses, overtime earnings and 
payments to persons absent with pay in the survey week. The payroll 
concept does not include supplementary labour costs such as employ- 
ers’ contributions to unemployment insurance, medical plans, Work- 
men’s Compensation and other welfare plans, nor does it include the 
cost of equipment, the value of room and board, compensation in 
kind, travelling expenses, retirement gratuities, bonuses paid at 
irregular and infrequent intervals or directors’ fees. 


The term ‘“‘earnings”’ is used to denote the total of weekly 
wages of the wage-earners and salaries of the salaried employees. The 
publications prior to March 1971 contained this combined data 
entitled ‘‘Average Weekly Wages and Salaries‘. These data are 
comparable with ‘“‘Average Weekly Earnings”’ of total employees in

Emploi

and persons providing services to an establishment on the basis of a 
contract for services. Counted as employed, therefore, are all wage- 
earners and salaried employees who are paid for their services or are 
on paid absence during the reference period, except for casual 
employees working less than seven hours in the pay period. Regular 
part-time employees are treated as employed regardless of the number 
of hours worked during the pay period. 


For example, an employee working for a part of the reference 
period and unemployed or on strike for the rest, is counted as 
employed. Employees not receiving pay for the entire reference period 
because of strike or as a consequence of a strike, or those persons on 
leave without pay, are not included among the employed. 


Wage-earners 


Wage-earners are defined by occupation rather than by the 
method of payment. They are those employees engaged in actual 
production and related operations, including maintenance, warehouse 
and delivery staffs, security staff, routemen, driver-salesmen, sales 
clerks in retail stores, waitresses, and working foremen performing 
functions similar to those of the employees whom they supervise, etc. 
Wage-earners may be paid a fixed monthly amount or on the basis of 
hours worked. The survey covers all wage-earners regardless of the 
method of payment and average weekly wages are computed for all. 
However, derivations of average weekly hours and average hourly 
earnings are based only upon data for wage-earners for whom hours 
data are available. 


Salaried Employees 


Salaried employees constitute executive, administrative, super- 
visory, technical and professional personnel, commission agents, and 
travelling salesmen directly responsible to the administration, as well 
as general office, clerical and related workers in the office and plant. 
In addition, working directors of incorporated businesses are included 
in this category. 


Earnings 


Earnings of wage-earners and salaried employees represent 
gross pay for the week, before deductions for taxes, unemployment 
insurance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes salaries, straight ume 
wages, piecework and regular commission earnings, regularly paid 
incentive, cost of living and other bonuses, overtime earnings and 
payments to persons absent with pay in the survey week. The payroll 
concept does not include supplementary labour costs such as employ- 
ers’ contributions to unemployment insurance, medical plans, Work- 
men’s Compensation and other welfare plans, nor does it include the 
cost of equipment, the value of room and board, compensation in 
kind, travelling expenses, retirement gratuities, bonuses paid at 
irregular and infrequent intervals or directors’ fees. 


The term “‘earnings’”’ is used to denote the total of weekly 
wages of the wage-earners and salaries of the salaried employees. The 
publications prior to March 1971 contained this combined data 
entitled ‘‘Average Weekly Wages and Salaries‘. These data are 
comparable with “‘Average Weekly Earnings”’ of total employees in

The first estimates of the Canadian industrial composite(2) 
x of employment (1961 = 100) showed a 0.3% decline from May 
june.

Data for Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick are aggregated in some tables to give 
statistics for the Atlantic Region. Similarly, data for Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta are added together to provide totals for the 
Prairie Region. The Census of Population’s “Metropolitan Area”’ 
definitions were used for the nineteen applicable urban areas. The 
definitions used for other urban areas are based on a labour market 
concept; the areas usually include the surrounding territory as well as 
the urban centre.

Emploi

and persons providing services to an establishment on the basis of a 
contract for services. Counted as employed, therefore, are all wage- 
earners and salaried employees who are paid for their services or are 
on paid absence during the reference period, except for casual 
employees working less than seven hours in the pay period. Regular 
part-time employees are treated as employed regardless of the number 
of hours worked during the pay period. 


For example, an employee working for a part of the reference 
period and unemployed or on strike for the rest, is counted as 
employed. Employees not receiving pay for the entire reference period 
because of strike or as a consequence of a strike, or those persons on 
leave without pay, are not included among the employed. 


Wage-earners 


Wage-earners are defined by occupation rather than by the 
method of payment. They are those employees engaged in actual 
production and related operations, including maintenance, warehouse 
and delivery staffs, security staff, routemen, driver-salesmen, sales 
clerks in retail stores, waitresses, and working foremen performing 
functions similar to those of the employees whom they supervise, etc. 
Wage-earners may be paid a fixed monthly amount or on the basis of 
hours worked. The survey covers all wage-earners regardless of the 
method of payment and average weekly wages are computed for all. 
However, derivations of average weekly hours and average hourly 
earnings are based only upon data for wage-earners for whom hours 
data are available. 


Salaried Employees 


Salaried employees constitute executive, administrative, super- 
visory, technical and professional personnel, commission agents, and 
travelling salesmen directly responsible to the administration, as well 
as general office, clerical and related workers in the office and plant. 
In addition, working directors of incorporated businesses are included 
in this category. 


Earnings 


Earnings of wage-earners and salaried employees represent 
gross pay for the week, before deductions for taxes, unemployment 
insurance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes salaries, straight time 
wages, piecework and regular commission earnings, regularly paid 
incentive, cost of living and other bonuses, overtime earnings and 
payments to persons absent with pay in the survey week. The payroll 
concept does not include supplementary labour costs such as employ- 
ers’ contributions to unemployment insurance, medical plans, Work- 
men’s Compensation and other welfare plans, nor does it include the 
cost of equipment, the value of room and board, compensation in 
kind, travelling expenses, retirement gratuities, bonuses paid at 
irregular and infrequent intervals or directors’ fees. 


The term ‘‘earnings’’ is used to denote the total of weekly 
wages of the wage-earners and salaries of the salaried employees. The 
publications prior to March 1971 contained this combined data 
entitled ‘‘Average Weekly Wages and Salaries’. These data are 
comparable with ‘‘Average Weekly Earnings” of total employees in

961. The payroll index is calculated in a similar fashion. 


! Seasonally-adjusted index numbers remove from the employ- 
tent indexes those regularly recurring fluctuations known as ‘‘sea- 
onal variations‘. The adjusted index numbers thus approximate the 
vend, cycle, and irregular components of the time series. The X-11 
ariant of the U.S. Census Method II is used to calculate the 
tasonally-adjusted index numbers; additional seasonally-adjusted 
jries may be found in ‘“‘Employment, earnings and hours, season- 
ally- adjusted series January 1961 - December 1971” (Catalogue 
2-206). 


The average weekly hours figure is obtained by dividing total 
eekly man-hours by the number of wage-earners who worked those 
»urs. Average hourly earnings are obtained by dividing total weekly 
ages of hourly-rated wage-earners by their total weekly hours. Both 
_ these averages apply only to the subset of wage-earners for whom 
yurly details are reported. It should be noted that total hours include 
rertime hours actually worked and that the wage-earner total 
cludes part-time wage-earners and casuals working more than seven 
vurs during one week. Annual statistics are calculated from the 
gregate of the monthly data, with the exception of those shown as

Nombres-indices 


On obtient les nombres-indices en divisant le nombre total de 
salariés (ou la rémunération) du mois courant par la moyenne mensuelle du 
nombre de salariés (ou de la rémunération ) de l’année de base. Le nombre 
courant de salariés est |’ensemble des salariés déclarés par les établisse- 
ments dont la taille répond a notre critére pendant la période courante. Le 
nombre de salariés pour l’année de base est le nombre de salariés des 
Ctablissements employant 20 salariés ou plus pendant n’importe quel mois 


de l’année 1961. L’indice de la rémunération est calculé de la méme 
maniere. 


La désaisonnalisation des nombres-indices a pour effet d’éliminer 
des indices de l’emploi les fluctuations qui se produisent a intervalles 
réguliers et qui s’appellent variations saisonniéres.

Moyennes 


On calcule les heures hebdomadaires moyennes en divisant le 
nombre total d’heures-hommes par le nombre d’ouvriers qui ont fait ces 
heures. On obtient les rémunérations horaires moyennes en divisant la 
rémunération hebdomadaire totale des ouvriers rémunérés a |’heure par le 
nombre total de leurs heures par semaine. Ces deux moyennes s’appliquent 
seulement aux ouvriers dont le nombre d’heures est déclaré. A remarquer 
que le nombre total d’heures comprend les heures supplémentaires réelles 
et que le total des ouvriers comprend les ouvriers a temps partiel et les 
occasionnels qui travaillent plus de sept heures par semaine.

Présentation statistique 


Chaque mois, la Section des statistiques mensuelles sur V’emploi, la 
rémuneration et le revenu du travail prépare des statistiques pour trois 
mois. Les données du premier mois, le mois le plus récent, sont appelées 
““premiéres estimations’. Elles sont fondées sur un nombre limité de 
declarations (environ 50%) et seuls des chiffres trés généraux sont publiés 
dans Le Quotidien de Statistique Canada et dans le tableau ‘‘Premiéres 
estimations” de la présente publication. En méme temps, la Section prépare 
des deuxi¢mes estimations pour le mois qui précéde le mois le plus récent, 
et des troisiémes estimations pour le mois qui précéde celui-la. Ces deux 
dernicres estimations sont de meilleure qualité que les premiéres en raison 
de la disponibilité d’un plus grand nombre de réponses (d’habitude 65% 
pour les deuxiémes estimations et 75% pour les troisiémes ). Par conséquent, 
la présente publication contient tous les détails pour ces deux mois. 


Une fois terminées les troisiémes estimations, on effectue d’autres 
rectifications a la lumiére des déclarations des retardataires et des correc- 
tions recues de nos enquétés, ou par suite de la correction de certaines 
erreurs mécaniques. Les corrections les plus importantes sont effectuées 
immeédiatement; elles paraissent dans les tableaux chronologiques et 
spéciaux ainsi que dans la colonne de l’année précédente aux tableaux 2, 
3 et 4 de la présente publication. Les corrections de moindre importance 
sont effectuces dans les tableaux annuels quand toutes les réponses ont été 
totalisées de nouveau en vue de la production de chiffres et de moyennes 
annuelles rectifiés; ces données sont publiées dans les publications 72-201 
et 72-202.
